2. Claims 1, 5-6, 8-9. 11, 13-16, and 18-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1.11, and 16 the allowability resides in the overall 
structure of the device as recited in independent claims 1,11, and 16, and at least in 
part because claims 1,11, and 16 recite, "a spring biasing member for mechanically 
forcing the at least one moveable first fluid cold plate or second fluid cold plate into 
physical contact with the other of the first fluid cold plate and the second fluid cold 
plate", and "wherein the spring biasing mechanism compresses in the sliding direction 
as the electronics drawer is slid into the docked position" 

The aforementioned limitations in combination with all remaining limitations of 
claims 1,11, and 16 are believed to render said claims 1,11, and 16 and all claims 
dependent therefrom (5-6, 8-9 and 13-15 and 18-20 respectively) patentable over the 
art of record.
